Free colored 
labor is a heavy disadvantage everywhere, 
exceptin the rich bottoms of the South 
where the climate does not suit white men’ 
The policy is, let the negro go there, and 
make every acre of thoxe lands white with 
cotton bells. 

Kentucky's rich lands are as well settled 
and stocked with the best animals as any 
part of this Union; buat a great part of her 
lands sre of second quality, and still wait 
settlement; they are fully capable of profit- 
able use now, because stock and produce 
are high-priced. ’ 

The Siate forms an important part of the 
“great corn and stock raising belt,” so- 
called, and ordinarily said to comprise 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Mis- 
souri. If those States were to withhold 
their meat supplies from the East, the great 
cities of the seaboard could not take their 
dinner for a single day: Where are the 
main portions ot barreled beef, pork, and 
bacon made? certainly in those States. 
They now contain the most dense popula- 
tion of the West, and in future are likely 
to be more distinguished in that regard. 
Their resources of coal and iron ore are the 
greatest, which we will show by authentic 
figures, in a future article. 

Of that “corn and stock raising belt,” 
Kentucky enjoys the greatest proximity to 
the markets of the South, admitted to be 
the most ijavored cotton region on the globe. 
England’s wealth has been built up by rich 
colonies. Here we have the most maguifi- 
cent colonial empire inthe world. Neither 
is it divided from us by thousands of miles 
of stormy sea, but connected by railroads 
running toits extremities, and by seven- 
tecn thousand miles of navigable rivers; ali 
emptying into the Gulf of Mexico.

Opening Day Before the United States 
iccmmlectoner. 


BRINGING IN THE PRISONERS- 
George W. Bromley, Charies Dennis, Daniel F. 
Hardin, Mark F. Hardin, Wm. B. Warren, Henry 
Coe, Benjemin Watts, John W.Watts and Shelburn 
Watts, the nine men arrested some time ago near 
the line of Jefferson and Spencer counties, by a 
party of citizens, on charge of violating and mur- 
desing two negro women, and stealing twelve 
hogs from John McKinley, were brought into the 
United States Court-room yesterday morning at 11 
o'clock, in charge of a Lieutenant of Police, and 
several officers of the police force. A large num- 
ber of the citizens of the neighborhood where the 
crimes were commited were present as witnesses 
and spectators when the prisoners were brought 
in, and much Interest was manifested in al! that 
transpired. 
THEAR APPEARANCE. 
The nine prisoners, on entering the court- 
room, were all seated side by side in chairs, fac- 
ing the long table where sat the attorneys and 
United States Commissioner Ballard. Bromiley 
was seated on the right of his fellow-prisoners, 
while Dennisf satat the extreme left. The ap- 
pearance of all the prisdnmers was very much im- 
proved trom that which they presented On the 
day of their arrival here. They were cleanly, 
and looked as though they had been well-fed and 
otherwise amply provided for in the jail. Brom- 
ley is a thick-set man, dresses tn biack, with 
an elaborately figured, though faded, velvet 
vest, and has a pondereus head upon his great, 
square shoulders. His features are prominent, 
his Roman nose and heavy brows marking him aa 
a leader among his associates. His face is rather 
fair and round, his eyesa blueish gray, and his 
hair light. His mustache is not very luxuriant, 
and is also ofa light color. Dennis is a rather 
ordinary looking man, wears dingy jeans and big 
boots, and has dark brown bair, dark blue eyes, 
and a mustache that has not yet seen its best | 
days. His compiexion is light, and his face coarser 
than Bromley’s. 
WITNESSES AND ATTORNEYS. 
The court opened at half-past 1] o'clock, Com- 
missioner Ballard presiding. Colonel B. H. Bris- 
tow, United states Prosecuting attorney, and G. 
C. Wharton, Eaq., appeared for the Government, 
and Messrs, Burton & Lawless, Judge Burnett, W. 
O. Watts, Z. Gibbons, and J. Ix Harrington for 
the defense. Fourteen witnessess for the prose- 
cution, and some twenty witnesses for the de- 
fense were sworn, and were then separated. The 
fathers of three of the prisoners were allowed to 
remain, the testimony tbey were to give being of 
a character which would not require the enforce- 
ment of the rule.

HOME INVENTION. 


Unique Contrivance of a Louisville 
Machinist. 


A New and Useful Adjunct to Our 
Steam Fire. Engines, 
a 
Within the past few days the experiments of a 
newly invented steam utilizer have attracted 
very general notice at some of the Gre-engine 
stations. The merits of the invention are that 
it thoroughly utilizes the fire in the stoves, hith- 
erto employed in heating the engine-houses so as 
to keep the machinery in working order, by trans- 
mitting the steam generated to the engine tank 
and keeping the water uniformly at boiling heat, 
212 degrees. In construction, the machine is 
quite . simple, and can be managed by 
the most skillful or unskiliful band witkr 
equal safety. It upright 
cylindrical boiler, ten-inach 
flue, the bottem of the boiler resting on the top of 


to the top of the flue. The capacity of the boller 
is about one barrel of water, which is supplied by 
a three-qudrter tuch gas-pipe attachment, fitted 
with a stopcock so that the water may enter the 
boiler by its own weight at any time. Gauge- 
cocks at different points tn the cylinder contro! 


hog-chains run through the ceiling, which en- 
tirely obviates all danger of upsetting the ma- 
chine. Steam attachments are made with three- 
quarter inch gas-pipe carried along the cetling 
and downward to the _ engine.

have swinging joints, perfectly steam-tight, by 
which the pipe can be connected with the engine 
atany angie. Attachment is made direcily to the 
engine by what is calleda union joint. The pres- 
sure of steam is regulated by a safety-valve on top 
of the boiler, rendering it impossible to carry 
more than 20 pounds. The fire used ts that which 
the man on watch in an engine-house 1s obliged 
to keep up at a given standard in the winter time 
for the purpose of making the machinery tracta- 
bie. The extra consumption of coal is hardly per- 
ceptible. It amounts to less than a trifie when 
the great advantage of its adaptation by this 
ubique means is considered. 

Experiments have shown conclusively “that 
with this auxiliary, tn the coldest weather, an 
engine can put on water at any point within two 
hundred yards of the starting plage as 
soon as the hose laid. There is 
no delay whatever op account of raising 
steam. The engineer can go to work at once on 
reacbing a Ore. It is not easy to overrate the im- 
portance ef this increased facility in mastering a 
conflagration. It will be the means of saving 
thousands of dollars’ worth of valuable 
property, while the ultimate expense of 
the improvement will not cause the 
closest guardian of the city treasury 
to wince. The first cost of constructing the ap- 
paratus was about one hundred and fifty dollars, 
which will make the aggregate expense of fur- 
nishing one to each of the six engine-houses 
nine hundred dollars. Engine -houses Nos. 1, 2, 
3, and 5 have already beén provided with the ma- 
chine, and Nos. 4 and 6 will in a few days have 
their stoves likewise crowned. Then our Fire 
Department will be at least fifty per cent. more 
efficient than it formerly was. 

The inventor of this highly useful contrivance 
is Mr. Hugh E. Curry, engineer of the fire steam- 
erJ.A.Gtilis. He isa son of Mr. John Curry, 
some time agoan extensive founderyman in this 
city, but now living in Bullitt county. Young 
Curry was born and reared in Loulsvilie. Heisa 
thoroughly practical engineer and bulider of ma- 
ehinery. Much of his life has been spent on the 
Western and Southern rivers, where he 
alwavs ranked as one of the best 
steamboat cngineers. The invention under 
notice Is eminently worthy of a patent. It Is 
destined to a general application to the pur- 
poses for which it was invented. Besides this, 
Mr. Curry has concelved and drawn up the plans 
forasteam fre-engine, which is a marked im- 
provement upon any machine of that class now tn 
use. He hasendeavored to obtain municipal au- 
thority to build one of these engines for Louls- 
yille, but so far his efforts have been unavalling.
